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T HERE is an Inſtance of your Care and Duty which I conceive my ſelf at 
this time highly obliged to offer, and you to regard, as neceſſary for the 
2, Preſervation of the very Foundations of our Faith. Some Perſons ſeduc'd, 
I fear by the ſtrong Deluſions of Pride and Self-conceit, have lately publiſhed new, 
Forms of Doxology, entirely agreeable to thoſe of ſome Ancient Hereticks, who 
impiouſly denied a Trinity of Perſons in the Unity of the God-head)} --I do there- 
fore warn, and Charge it upon your Souls, as you hope to obtain Mercy from God 
the Father thro' the Merits of Jeſus. Chriſt our Lord, and by the Sanctification 
' of the Holy Ghoſt, Three Perſons and One God Bleſſed for ever, that you imploy 
your beſt Endeavours to prevail with your ſeveral Flocks to have a great Abhor- 
rence for the above-mentioned new Forms, and particularly that you do not ſuf- 
fer the ſame ever tobe uſed, either in your Churches, or in any Schools where you 
are able to prevent that moſt pernicious abaſe. ee. | 
I Take this occaſion farther to remind You of a Branch of your Duty, the Neg 
lect of which has given juſt occaſion of Offence, viz. That once a Month at leaſt in 
your own Perſon, and in the Church or Chappel were you are Incumbent, (unleſs 
abſent or dilpens'd with by the Ordinary) you are bound to read the Common 
Prayer, and to Adminiſter, if there be occafion, each of the Sacraments, and 
other Rites of the Church, in ſuch Order, Manner and Form, as in and by the Book 
of Common-Prayer is appointed. Oo „ 
Lou may remember that about three Years ago, I wrote to you with an affecti- 
onate Concern on this Subject. It was my deſign at that time not only to advertiſe 
you of the Penalty of Five Pound, for every ſuch Neglect duly prov'd by the Oath of 
5 two Credible Witneſſes before two Juſtices of Peace, but to clear effectually from 
a loud, tho* undeſery'd blame, ſuch of you in particular, as (according to the Judg-' 
ment of Diſcretion, allow'd you both by the Canons and His Majeſty's Injunctions 
enforcing the ſame) do uſe the Bidding Form of Prayer before your Sermon. The 
ſame reaſons do ftill ſubſiſt both in reſpe& of your Duty and Danger, as alſo of your 
Obligations to give convincing proofs upon all proper occaſions of the Sincerity of 
your Loyalty to our Sovereign Lord King GEO RG E, and of your Prayers for Him, 
which cannot be better expreſt than in the pious and devout Words of our Church. 
Imay add others, which to me appear very worthy of your Attention, as that your 
reading the Prayers your ſelves will tend both to confirm your Flocks in that re- 
verend Eſteem for them, which they moſt juſtly deſerve, and to abate the Cla- 
mours of ſuch as ſpeak evil of this way of Worſhip ; and moreoyer you will there- 
: re by give (which ever was, but never more needed than now) a practical Teſtimony 
| of your ſtedfaſt adherence to that Form of ſound Words, which is contain'd in theſe
